SAFE STORAGE OF GASOLINE 


Tho storing and handling of volatile, 


highly inflammable liquids, e.jr., gaso- 
line, naphtha, ether, alcohol, etc., by 
the Martini & Huneke safety system, 
has been known to Europe for tho past 
eight ytars. 
This system is claimed 


to prevent Ignition of the liquid in the 
storage tanks and also its cscapo in 
case of a break or leak in the distrib- 
uting pipes.
